Interlocking 
rural routes will handle the mail to 
many sections. 

Supplies must be handled in much 
the game way as the mall, by truck 
from the nearest ra‘lroad point. 

It is estimated that more than 
100,000 persons will be thrown out 
of employment in Northwest Arkan- 
sas as the result of the shutdown. In 
addition to the railroad employes, 
practically every town along the line 
has some industry dependent on the 
road for shipment of its products. 
The cessation of operation also has 
eliminated the only medium for the 
movement of many ‘farm products, 
chickens, eggs and dairy products 
shipped from several towns on a 
large scale.
